Mighty River Power is a state-owned 
enterprise, producing electricty for it's owners, 
the people of New Zealand. 

Mighty River Power generates electricity on 
the 425 kilometre Waikato River through nine 
hydro stations. 

The power stations were built between 1929 
and 1970, and are of different designs. Some 
are earth dams and others are built of 
concrete. 

Maraetai has two powerhouses and the 
penstocks leading to the second powerhouse 
are some of the steepest in the world. 

The Aratiatia station has a spillway and steel 
gates instead of a dam. It has an 8 million 
litre tank to Keep a constant flow of water to 
the station. 

three lakes, Karapiro, Atiamuri and Ohakuri, 
were created after dams were built along the 
river and provide alot of tourist and 
recreational opportunities. There are also 
spectacular rapids below the spillway at 
Aratiatia. 

Mighty River Power continues to carefully 
manage the Waikato River, from Lake Taupo 
to the sea,to make sure there is efficient 
power generation without any harm to our 
environment.
